struction of the Suez Canal and 
later of the Panama Canal and the 
stimulus to. the trade of the Islands 
in consequence of the World War 
have also accelerated the economic 
development of the Colony. 


The trade of the United States 


with the Dutch East Indies has 
jreatly expanded in recent years, 
and there is ample promise of its 
further development. In the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1914, exports 
to these islands from the United j 
States were valued at $3,677,000. 
So greatly has this trade grown 
that in the nscal year ended June, 
1921, the exports were valued at 
$61,180,000. 
There has been a 


similar expansion in the value of 
imports" into the United States 
from the islands—from $5,334,000 
in 191S-1914 to $141,664,000 in 
1920-1921. 


There has been no such phe- 


nomenal growth in the trade of 
the Colony as a whole as there 
has been in its trade with the 
United States. Nevertheless the 
figures reflect markefl progress 
in the development of the Colony's 
economic resources.

which compares with $274,000,000
